TAX FOR NON-VOTERS? 
W 
HAT should he a project that is of interest to large numbers of 
men and women in New Castle and Lawrence county is one 
that is now bein# given some attention in the country at large, 
that of imposing a tax upon non-voters. 
The apathy that has 
been shown in some elections lias aroused more than ordinary in­ 
terest in the project of voting, and it seems certain that an ettort 
is to be made to remedy the condition by some method. 
The Pittsburgh Sun says in this regard: 
Senator Arthur Capper of Kansas announces that he will 
present an amendment to the federal tax bill by which every non­ 
voter would be assessed an extra levy of one per cent on his gross 
income. 
A man of $3,000 annual income, then, would pay Uncle 
Sam $ 3o for the privilege of staying home from the polls. 
If his 
income were $30,000 he would pay $300. 
There would be not 
so many stay-at-homes at that rate. 
The serious part of it is that Senator Capper means what 
he says. 
The even more serious part of it is that comparable fines 
have been long in operation or recently established in Belgium, 
Spain, Switzerland, Czecho Slovakia and Australia. 
Kansas City 
once put a levy of $2.50 on each non-voter and it took a decision 
of the Supreme Court of the state to break the law. 
In each of 
the last two sessions of the Pennsylvania legislature similar action \ 
lias been urged, the important bill of 1925 having been introduced 
by Senator Cadwallader M. Barr. 
What should be more disturbing to the non-voter, wherever 
compulsory voting has been tried, it has worked. In Belgium from j 
94 to 9 h per cent of the possible vote is cast. 
Except in the more j 
backward parts of Spain where penalties are ineffective, 90 per 
cent is recorded on election day. 
Compulsory voting in Australia 
has increased the poll from 52 per cent to more than 90 per cent. 
The success of the plan in Australia has led to serious suggestion of 
its adoption in Britain, where already the turnout on election day 
is approximately 80 per cent. 
Americans d on’t like compulsions. Apparently they don’t like 
to vote. 
But not impossibly we may be called upon to make a 
choice.

Poor food, worse liquor and ‘ heap 
entertainm ent, says the "W orld," 
are ottered for "the boys from the 
Bronx or Brooklyn, or from Yale. 
H arvard and Princeton.’* or "for the 
male or female spender, sucker, fail 
guy, easy mark, or whatever you 
want to call it " 
On New Year’s eve, the "W orld" 
says, the clubs with cover charges 
as high as $40 an empty p l a t e , syn­ 
thetic liquor at $20 a quart, and not 
fit to drink, and wrater at $2 a pit­ 
cher, set the stage for the greatest 
cleanup in Broadway’s history. 
But, according to the “World,” 
♦he "cleanup" failed to materialize. 
By 3 o ’clock, when gaiety was sup­ 
posed to be at its height, many of 
the clubs were already dark. While 
reservations were heavy, it w’as only 
the "sucker" and the "elderly play- ed the speaker. 
He then showed

Texas Botanist 
finds New Kind 
Of Oak Tree 


( international X^ws Service> 
AUSTIN, Texas, Jan. 4.— W hat is 
believed to he a new oak tree was 
discovered in Goliad county, Texas, 
by Dr. B. C. Tharp. associate pro­ 
fessor of botany in the University 
of Texas, while making a survey of 
South Texas. 
Specimens of the tree, its fruit, 
and the like, have*been sent to the 
Arnold Arboretum of Harvard Uni­ 
versity, in order to find out wheth­ 
er the discovery is really a new 
species of the oak, Dr. Tharp said. 
The botany departm ent of the Uni­ 
versity of Texas is also doing fu rth ­ 
er work on the new oak.

MERCER, Pa., Jan. 4.— Collec­ 
tion of fines amounting to $22,000 
for the year 19 26 by Parole Officer 
Rev. W. T. K. Thompson of Mercer 
county hangs out a new* record lor 
that official which is over 50 per 
cent in <*xc« --s of the fines collect­ 
ed in any previous year of the six 
since his appointment, the next In 
size being that of 1925, when $14,- 
000 was collected. 
Not only is the sum collected the 
largest, but the number of paroled 
prisoners turned over to him is also 
a record-breaker; 
the 
numbering 
being 200 for the year. 
Of the 
prisoners paroled 75 per cent are 
defendants in liquor suits. 
Under 
a system invoked by Judge J. A. 
McLaughry, these 
defendants are 
released on parole when half their 
sentence is served on payment of 
costs and fine. 
The fines run In 
amount from $100 to $1,000. That 
the system of paroling and collect­ 
ing fines is workable is proven in 
the statement of the parole offi­ 
cer that 95 pet* cent of those en­ 
trusted to it is care make payment. 
Some of them of the more opulent 
class of bootleggers make payments 
at once. 
Others are forced to pay 
as they can from their earnings. 
The official now has on his books 
150 paroled prisoners. 
The sum 
collected by him during the year 
will offset the court expenses of 
the county without difficulty.
